Dimiocratic majority they arc not essen- 
tial tu ib. 


The Republicans had majorities in 


'only two Btn-j'S west of the uUississippi 
in Ihilli, Iowa and Wyoming. They car- 
ried Minnesota and A't-brah'ka, it ia true, 
lint only by a dirinion of the bimotal- 
lists. With Bryau at the head of the 
ticket (here is no danger of Isthraska to 
the Democratic, tirlcr-t. Minnc.sota may 
possibly be' considered doubtfnl. There 
is a Dc-inocratic-Pcjpnlist majority there 
of 5,400, but there are sonic (,'olclbug 
Dcmocrata. As, however, a big bolt 
from tho Republican party on tho silver 
issue, headed by tho lieutenant governor 
and two congressmen, bus already taken 
place, tho chances arc decidedly iu fa- 
vor of Democratic success. 


Sonlh of tho Ohio there are but two 


states which can be considered in any 
way doubtful—Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia. Indeed, iu most of the other 
southern states tie Republican party is 
prosilver, and (honsands of former lle- 
pnblieau votes will go to the Democratic 
ticket on that issue. 


The principal reason for classing Ken- 


tucky us Republican is that it went for 
that party by a small majority in the 
late Btr.tc election. This is a very poor 
reason for expecting it to be Republican 
iu tho presidential contest. Colonel Wat 
Hardin, the Democratic candidate for 
governor, made tho contest last year un- 
der tho most disadvantageous circum- 
stances. He ran cii a goldbug platform, 
which he opposed and which lost him 
thousands of Populist votes. The gold 
men worked a?siduoasly to defeat him, 
and tho gold men were much stronger 
then than they aro now. Thero has been 
a wonderful awakening in Kentucky on 
the financial issue, as v>'as shown in the 
late Democratic primaries, _when the 
state, which tho goldbugs had carried 
but a few months before, was swept for 
silver. When wo remember by how slim 
a majority tho Democracy was defeated 
in Kentucky on a goldbug platform, no 
ono eau doubt its success today. 


But we have not taken into consider- 


ation tho central western states, whore 
tho campaign will .be waged. Thero 
will doubtless bo a campaign in Ohio, 
but we do not at present seo any chancu 
of success there. On tho other hand, In- 
diana and Illinois give every hope of 
victory. Indiana has always leaned that 
way, 
but Illinois promises oven better. 


There is a handsome margin of 49,200 
in that state. Moreover, tho Republican 
strength Is concentrated in the rural 
districts, and it is the,farmers who feel 
the oppression of golclbugism most and 
have joined the bimetallic ranks in con- 
sequence. Nowhere in all the country 
has the silver question been studied 
more carefully, aiid nowhere have there 
been so many converts. Unless wo are 
greatly mistaken, Illinois -will bo for 
Bryan by a large majority. 


"With Illinois he can dispense with all 


the doubtfnl states mid have eight 
votes to spare. There will bo a pretty 
fight in both Michigan and Wisconsin, 
where the Democracy will undoubtedly 
lose many votes because of its silver 
plank, but where already there has been 
a big bolt from the Republicans on this 
same, issue. How this interchange of 
votea will (iff ect the result can bo guessed 
at ouly wildly. In fine, Mr. Bryan starts 
out with 208 votea sure nnd the follow- 
ing in the doubtful column:

If ho gets nil of them, ho will have 


08 more than he needs and a majority 
of 115, "but this is scarcely likely. Of 
course tho silver plank has damaged the 
Democratic prospects in the east and 
perhaps lost New Jersey, Connecticut 
and New ITork with its large electoral 
vote. The Democratic losses will be 
mainly in states wnere they will do no 
more than increasing McKinley's ma- 
jorities; their gains will be in closj 
states, which they will bring over to 
the Democratic column. 


The nomination of a goldbug Demo- 


cratic ticket would probably help the 
silver cause rather thuu injure it, for it 
will prevent tho goldbug Democrats 
from going over to McKinley, where 
most of them are likely to otherwise 
laud. Altogether the Democratic out- 
look is brilliant siuco it took up tho 
Democratic fight for free silver, when, 
only a few weeks ago, it was recognized 
by all to be hopeless.—Jfew Orleans 
Timcs-Democrnt.

The TH'pro made tv/o confessions, partly 
contradictory! but each admitting the 
murder. In his first confession, ho said 
Ihat ho had been Intimate with the mur- 
dered girl, for whose foster, mother he 
had worked several years; that Mrs. 
Drown had discovered the fact and had 
discharged him, but had re-employed 
him on his and the girl's promise to 
ce?.se such relations, and that he cut 
Miss Drown'3 thi-uut on Tuesday because 
Rhe redacted advances he had made to 
her again. 


In his second confession, he declared 


that he had not told the truth when he 
asserted that he .had relations with the 
girl, and denied that he had outraged as 
well as murdered her, but also stated 
that he had gono to her room for the 
purpose of making advances to her, had 
been repulsed, had choked her Into un- 
consciousness and then had procured a 
knife from the kitchen and killed her. 
The developments at the coroner's In- 
liiiest tended to discredit the more re- 
volting part ot the negro's first confes- 
sion. 


Mrs. Drown, the foster mother of the 


dead girl, testified that Marguerite had 
nnmplalned to her last Thursday that 
Smith had attempted to kiss her. Sev- 
eral of the servants also swore that the 
;rlrl had called thc-m and had madecom- 
pliiint that Smith was attempting to 
I:JKS her. lira. Drown, in explanation 
of Smith's continued employment after 
this occurrence, said that Smith imme- 
diately after it, left the house, but came 
back the next day, professed to be ex- 
ceedingly peniten'.'arfll begged to be re- 
employed. He had. been a good servant 
for years, and she had- finally agreed to 
IcL him come baric. On the day of the 
murder, she and Dr. Miller, a boarder, 
had driven into town, leaving the girl 
at home with the servants. The latter 
swore that they heard a noise upstairs 
lif-the girl's room loud enough to attract 
attention, but said they could not tell 
whether It was a lauffh or a cry. A little 
later Smith came down, and In answer 
to Questions said that the noise they had 
heard \vas Hiss Marguerite laughing at 
a story he had told her. He had a small 
basket on his arm. and at once left the 
house, saying he was going to a neigh- 
bor's for gome eggs. 


Tht> doctor who performed the autopsy 


said that his examination of the body 
showed that the girl first had been 
knocked down and rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the forehead, that she had 
then been outraged, and later killed by 
the severing of the windpipe and jugular 
vein. 


The jury promptly returned its ver- 


dict In accordance with this evidence. 
TAhe negro servants about the place were 
held in custody, en suspicion that they 
knew more.of the affair than was dis- 
closed in their testimony.

Cincinnati. July 30.—A tornado struck 


Sydney and vicinity last evening. The 
hills protected the city, but houses were 
unroofed and trees were twisted off.

Irish I.MK1 Bill. Wrlerlea Through 'tlnf 


Honse of Cummong. 


London, July 30.— The Jrlsh'land bill 


was taken up on KB third reading In the 
house of commons yesterday. Arthur 
Smith-Barry, a well known Irish land- 
lord, who defeated the National league 
In its great tenants' fight, moved that 
the measure be rejected, owing to the 
concessions that had been made to the 
tenants by the government. The vote on 
the motion to reject the bill was then 
voted on, and defeated. The measure 
'then passed its third readlng-wlthout a 
division being taken. The bill was pre- 
sented In the house of lords at 5:30 
o'clock, and passed its first reading: 


The new Irish land bill, which was In- 


troduced ia the bouse oC commons on" 
April 13, provided for facilitating the 
purchase of the holdings, and prevents 
the lessee from having rent levies on his 
improvements. 
It also -embodies tho 


most non-contentious proposals ot the 
Irish land bill of 1895. and modifies other 
propositions'. 
The new measure pro- 


vides that the tenant, on the payment ot 
two years' arrears, shall be deemed to be 
in just possession of his holdings, leav- 
ing the landlord to recover the remainder 
of the arrears in the ordinary 
way. 


There is no alteration In the statutory- 
term of 15 yenrs (or fixing a fair rent. 
Purchase will not be compulsory, the 
terms for the repayment will be ex- 
tended from 40 years to over 70 years, 
and relief will be given to the tenants 
toward the end of their tenancy pay- 
ments, decreasing with the length oC 
tenancy, enabling every purchaser to 
Lv;y In less than 20 years' purchase. At 
the start there will be 20 C'Cr cent less 
rent than now paid, and the tenants 
will also be relieved of 10 per cent dur- 
ing the first 30 years. The new bill also 
extends the powers of the congested dis- 
tricts board, and enables It to borrow to 
the extent of £1,500,000 (57,500,000). In 
regard to evicted tenants, the govern- 
ment could not consent to the use o£ 
public money for them, believing it 
should come from private sources, but 
it announced its willingness to re-enact 
the clause of the land act for a year, and 
BO act as a mediator. 
""" 


Italians Bnclly Scnrctl. 


Zurich, July 30.— The Italians In this 


town are in a. state of panic, ^''conse- 
quence of the riots growing out of the 
killing of a Swiss by an Italian, and the 
attack on the Italian quarter, in which 
serious excesses were committed. Land- 
lords who have Italians for tenants, 
fearing that damage may he done to 
their property, are putting the Italians 
Into the streets by, wholesale, and hun- 
dreds of them are sleeping In the forests 
fidjacent to the town, about bivouac 
fires, with sentries to guard against an 
attack. The troops occupy the streets 
of the town, but there Is a general ex- 
odus ot Italians, and 6000 ot them are 
besieging the railway stations to get 
away.

•will be a considerable bolt from tbo He- 
publican party iii all Hio stiitcs west of 
the Misfliefiippi, vli.ilo the Democrats 
will lose very fc\v votes. AH a niattor 
of fact the Democracy in nil those states 
hn« been miming on free silver plat- 
forms for the liist four years. Whatever 
Domocrritic element will1 r&uso to snp- 
port Bryan because of trio silver plniik 
in the platform was lost four years tife'O. 
Tiio'silver Kcpublicans cons ti In to from 
5 to 75 per cent of their party in these 
states, tat. v/hilo they .will increase the 
Democratic majority they are not essen- 
tial to it. 


Tho Rcptiblienns had majorities in 


only two stares west of the Mississippi 
in 1S02, Io\va :md Wyoming. They car- 
ried Minnesota and Nebraska, it IB true, 
bnt only by a division.of the "bimetal- 
lists. With Bryan at the head of tho 
ticket there is uodaugorof Nebraska to 
tho Democratic ticket. Minnesota may 
possibly be considered donbtful. There 
is a Democratic-Populist majority there 
of 5,400, bnt there, arc some goldbng 
Democrats. As, however, a big bolt 
from the .Republican party on the silver 
issue, bended by the lieutenant governor 
aud two congressmen, has already taken 
place, the chances are decidedly in fa- 
vor of Democratic snccess, 


'South of the Ohio there arc bnt two 


states which can be considered in-any 
way doubtful—Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia. Indeed, in most of the other 
southern states tho Republican party is 
proailvor, and thousands of former Ile- 
pnulican votes will g° t° the Domooratio 
ticket on that iasao. 


Tho principal reason for classing Ken- 


tncky as Republican is that it went for 
that party fay -a small majority in the 
late state election. This is a very poor 
reason for expecting it to bo Republican 
in the presidential contest. Colonel Wat 
Hardin, the Democratic candidate for 
governor, made fcho contest last year un- 
der the most disadvantageous circum- 
stances. He ran on a goldbug platform, 
which ho opposed and which lost him 
thousands of Popnliat votea. Thoigold 
mon worked sissidnously to defeat him, 
tmd tho gold mon were much stranger 
then than thoy are now. There has been 
a wonderful awakening in Kentucky on 
the. financial issae, as was shown in tho 
late Democratic primaries, when the 
state, which tho goldbugs had carried 
but a few months before, was swept for 
silver. When we remember by how slim 
a majority tho Democracy was defeated 
in Kentucky on a goldbng platform, no 
ouo.onn donbt ita success today. 


But we have not taken into consider- 


ation the central western states, where 
the campaign will bo waged. 
There 


will doubtless be a campaign in Ohio, 
but wo do not at present see any chanco 
of success there. On the other hand, In- 
diana and Illinois give 'every hope of 
victory. Indiana has always leaned that 
way, but Illinois promises oven better. 
There is Q handsomo margin of 49,200 
in that state. Moreover, tho Republican 
strength is conoentrated in the Turul 
districts, and it is the farmers who feel 
tho oppression of goldbugism most and 
have joined the bimetallic ranks in con- 
sequence. Nowhere in all the country 
has tho silver question been studied 
more carefully, and nowhere have there" 
been so many converts. Unless we are 
greatly mistaken, Illinois will be for 
Brynn by a large majority. 


.WithIllinois ho can dispense with all 


the doubtful states and have eight 
votos to spare. There will be a pretty 
fight in both Michigan and Wisconsin, 
where tho Democracy will undoubtedly 
lose many votes because of its silver 
plank, but where already there has been 
a big bolt from the Republicans on this 
same issue.' How this interchange of 
votes will affect the result can be guessed 
at only wildly. In fine, Mr. Bryan starts 
ont .with 208 votes sure and the follow- 
ing in the doubtful column:

If he gets all of them, ho will have 


68 more than ho needs and a majority 
of llo, but this is scarcely likely. O£ 
course tho silver plank has damaged the 
Democratic prospects in the east and 
perhaps lost New Jersey, Connecticut 
and New York with its large electoral 
vote. The Democratic losses will be 
mainly in states where they will do no 
more than increasing McKinloy's ma- 
jorities; their gains •will be in close 
states, which they will bring over to 
the Democratic column. 


The nomination of o goldbug Demo- 


cratic ticket would probably help the 
silver cause rnther than injure it, for it 
will, prevent- the 
goldbug Democrats 


from going over to iicKinley, where 
most of them, are likely to otherwise 
loud. Altogether the Democratic ont- 
look is brilliant since it took tip tho 
Democratic fight for free silver, when, 
only n few weeks ago, it was recognized 
by all to bo hopeless.—New Orleans 
Times-Democrat.

j jobber, who odds his 8 cents and sells 


I to D, wholesaler, who adda his 8 cents 


i and soils to E, the retailer, nndE, boing 
a borrower, adds his-8 per cent interest. 
We find that in going the rounds from 
producer to consumer there has to bo 
paid 40 cents interest on every dollai. 
Yon buy a suit of clothes from the re- 
tailer for §20. You pay $8 interest, 


! whether yon arc aware of it or not, aiul 


this interest money goes into the hands 
of a class of people who do not add one 
dollar to tho wealth of tho country. In- 
terest is like a lot of bloortsuckera on a 
healthy child. It cannot maintain itself 


i uud supply the ravenous appetites oE the 


bloodsuckers. Tho amount the indus- 
tries of the country'oro taxed annually 
to pay interest is appalling. If wo tako 
tho total indebtedness in this country, 
wliich amonnts to at least $"40,000,000,•• 
000, and average the rato of interest nt 
7 per cent, wo find the resources of tho 
country are taxed §2,800,000,000 anna- 
ally, which, is If 1,200,000,000 more than 
there is in the United States. When wo 
stop to" realize that tho function of 
money is simply a medium of exchange 
to facilitate the exchange) of tlie products 
of labor, the great injustice of varying 
rates of interest is apparent. For in- 
stance, a man doing business in New 
York borrows money at 6 peejcent, and 
ono borrowing in another stale pays 10 
per cent. The interest on $1,000 for 50 
years at 0 per cent compounded amounts 
toSIS, 000, while loaned the same way for 
the same time at 10 per cent it amounts 
to 5117,000, a difference of $00,000 in 
favor of tlio man borrowing at 6 per 
cent.—Railroad Telegrapher.

Smith 
v/as arrested by the "Washington police 
yesterday in the northeastern part of 
the city, and in view of the excited con- 
dition of the pople of Prince George's 
county, probably will be held until for- 
mal requisition Is made, in order to per- 
mit the excitement to partly allayed. 
The nepro mode two confessions, partly 
contradictory, but each admitting the 
murder. In hlo first confession, he said 
thnt he had been intimate with the mur- 
dered girl, for whose foh-Ler mother he 
had worked several years; that Mrs, 
l}rown had discovered the fact and had 
discharged him, but had re-employed 
h.'m on his and the girl's promise to 
cease such relations, and that he cut 
Miss Drown's throat on Tuesday because 
she rejected advances he had made to 
her again. 


In his second confession, he declared 


that he had not told the truth when he 
asserted that he had relations with the 
girl, and denied that he had outraged as 
well as murdered her, but also stated 
that he had gone to her room for the 
purpose of making advances to her, had 
been repulsed, had choked her Into un- 
consciousness and then had procured a 
knife from the kitchen and killed her. 
'"The developments at the coroner's in- 
cjuest tended to discredit the more re- 
volting part o£ the negro's first confes- 
sion. 


Mrs. Drown, the foster mother of the 


dead girl, testified that Marguerite had 
complained to her last Thursday that 
Smith had attempted to kiss her. 
Sev- 


eral of the servants also swore that the 
frirl had called them and had mado com- 
plaint that Smith was attempting to 
l:lss her. Mrd. Drown, In explanation 
of Smith's continued employment after 
this occurrence, suld that Smith imme- 
diately after it, left the house, but came 
liack the next clay, professed to be ex- 
ceedingly penitent and bogged to be re- 
employed. He had been a good servant 
for years, and she had finally agreed to 
let him come back. On the day of the 
murder, she and Dr. Miller, a boarder, 
hnd driven inlo town, leaving the girl 
at homa with the servants. The latter j 
swore thai they heard a noise upstairs j 
In the girl's room loud enough to attract | 
attention, but said they could not tell 
whethep it was a laugh or a cry. A little 
later SniILh came down, and in answer 
to questions said that the noise they had 
heard was Miss Marguerite laughing at 
a story he had told her. He had a small 
basket on his arm, nnd at once left the i 
house, saying he was going to-a neigh-1 
bor's for some eggs. 


Tho1. doctor who performed the autopsy \ 


said that his examination of the body! 
showed that the girl first had been 
knocked down and rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the forehead, that she had 
then been outraged, and later killed by 
the severing of the windpipe and Jugular 
vein. 


The Jury promptly returned Its ver- 


dict In accordance with this evidence. 
The negro servants about the place were 
held In custody, on suspicion that they 
knew more of the affair than was dis- 
closed in their testimony.

Irish Land Bill \Vi-lcclen Tlirouch the 


HOLI.SC or Common*. 


London. July 30.— The Irish land bill 


was taken up on its Ihlrd reading In tho 
house of commons yesterday. 
Arthur 


Smith-Barry, a well known Irish land- 
lord, -who defeated the National league 
in Its. great tenanls' fight, moved that 
the measure be rejecled. owing to tho 
concessions thai had been made to the 
tenants'by the government. The vote on 
the motion to reject Hie bill was then 
voted on, and defeated. The measure 
then passed its third reading without a 
division being taken. The bill was pre- 
sented In the house of lords at 5:30 
o'clock, and passed its first rc-ading. 


The new Irish land bill, which was In- 


troduced In the house ot commons on 
April 13,. provided for faciillatlng the 
purchase of the holdings, and prevents 
the lessee from having vent levies on- his 
Improvements. 
It also embodies tho 


most non-contentious proposals of the 
Irish land bill of 1833, and modifies other 
propositions. 
The new measure pro- 


vides that the tenant, on the payment of 
two-years' arrears, shall be deemed to be 
in Just possession of his holdings, leav- 
ing the landlord to recover the remainder 
of the arrears In the ordinary 
way. 


There Is no alteration In the statutory 
term of 15 years for fixing a fair rent. 
Purchase will not be compulsory, the 
terms for the repayment will be ex- 
tended from 49 years to over 70 years. 
and relief will be given to the tenants 
toward the end of their tenancy pay- 
ments, decreasing with t-he length oC 
tenancy, enabling every purchaser to 
Liry in less than 20 years' purchase. At 
the start there will be 20 per cent less 
rent than now paid, and the tenants 
v.'itl also be relieved of 10 per cent dur- 
ing the first 30 years. The new bill also 
extends the powers of the congested dis- 
tricts board, and enables it to borrow to 
the extent of £1.500,000 (57,500.000). In 
regard to evicted tenants, the govern- 
ment could not consent to the use ot 
public -.money for them, believing It 
should corr.e from private sources, but 
It announced its willingness to re-enact 
the clause of the land act for a year, and 
so act as a mediator. 


Italians UaJly Scared. 


Zurich. July 30.— Tho Italians In this 


town are In a state of panic, in conse- 
quence of the riots growing out of the 
killing of a Swiss by an Italian, and the 
attack on the Italian quarter. In which 
serious excesses were committed. Land- 
lords who have Italians for tenants, 
fearing that damage may be done to 
their property, are putting the Italians 
into the streets by wholesale, and hun- 
dreds of them are sleeping In the forests 
adjacent to the town, about bivouac 
fires, with sentries to guard against an 
attack. The troops occupy the streets

THE aUESTION OF CEEDENTIALS 


STILL UNSETTLED. 


All New Business May be 


Shut Off.' 


London, July 30.—The Eessions of the 


International Socialist and Trades Union 
congress were resumed yesterday, with 
Chairman Hynclman presiding. . In his 
opening address the chairman begged 
the delegates to maintain, order, point- 
ing* out that their enemies were'deriv- 
ing- considerable satisfaction from the 
auparen: Inability o£ Lhe congress to con- 
duct Its business. 


Discussion was then, resumed with 


the question ot admitting the French 
•Socialist members of the chamber of 
deputies MM. Jaures, ITUleraud and 
Vivian), it being, claimed by the dele- 
gates who objected to their, presence 
that they did not represent ttie French 
peasantry, and that they tvere riot prop- 
erly accredited. 


The congress, after a, great deal of 


wrangling, referred the credentials, of 
13. -Jaures and his companions to the 
French delegates. 


The discussion of the credentials of 


other delegates who had been objected 
to was then commenced, and continued 
amid much interruption. 
Many dele- 


gates from secret societies of Russia 
and Poland were admitted. 


The admission of the Russian and 


Polish delegates was the signal for an- 
other disturbance. Kantsky. one of the 
Polish delegates, was openly denounced 
as a suspicious character, and the per- 
son who made the denunciation added 


i that it was wx:ll known that Kantsky 
i had 
been injfcommunication with a 


notorious police spy. Thereupon Kant- 
sky sprang to his feet and fiercely pro- 
tested his innocence, claiming that he 
was a well accredited delegate and that 
he had a right to take part in the delib- 
erations. 
Several hot speeches'for and 


against his admission were made, and 
the congress decided, after a very noisy 
aecne. to expel him. 


Kantsky was hustled out of the hall, 


vowing vengeance against the man who 
had denounced him, and loudly protest- 
Ing his innocence of any connection with 
the Russian police. 


A suggestion was then made to the 


and take a photograph of the delegates, 
that a photographer who was present 
be allowed to come upon the platform 
and taUe a photograph of the delegates 
and later a photograph of the officers 
and chiefs of sections. 


The proposition, .however, raised a 


strong protest from the foreign dele- 
gates, who announced that they had the 
most decided objections to being photo- 
graphed, apparently fearing that this 
might be some trap set for them by the 
police.
